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Gentlemen, 

Now  that  we  are  gradually  approaching  pre¬ 
war  conditions,  the  Minister  of  Health  has  suggested 
certain  salutary  additions  to,  and  a:  more  classified 
rendering  of  the  Annual  Report  for  the  past  year, 
i.e.,  1920. 

A.— NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  district  of  Little  Crosby  is  bounded  on  the 
north  and  partly  on  the  east  by  the  Sefton  Rural 
District,  which  includes  Altcar,  Ince  Blundell,  and 
Thornton.  The  west  is  bounded  by  the  Rivers  Alt 
and  Mersey,  and  part  of  Great  Crosby.  The  south  is 
bounded  by  Thornton  and  Great  Crosby. 

The  sea  shore  section  is  sandy  and  marshy — the 
hinterland  is  of  a  dark  low  lying  loamy  character.  The 
sub -soil  consists  of  sand  peat  and  red  sandstone. 

The  climate  is  temperate  with  a  medium  rainfall. 

The  only  river  is  the  Alt,  which  flows  along  a 
portion  of  the  western  boundary. 

The  district  is  intersected  by  several  large  water¬ 
courses  and  a  pumping  station  lias  been  working  as 
required  for  some  years. 

THE  POPULATION. 

At  the  1911  Census  the  population  was  844.  The 
estimated  population  at  the  end  of  1920  is  1,000.  The 
social  conditions  are  those  of  City  Suburban  at  the 
High  town  section,  and  farming  and  agricultural  around 
the  Village  section,  the  occupations  being  employment 
in  the'  City  of  Liverpool  chiefly,  a  few  retired  resi¬ 
dents  and  gentry,  and  the  rest  for  the  most  part  con¬ 
cerned  with  agricultural  pursuits.. 
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Taking  the  district  as  a  whole  the  population  is 
comparatively1  very  well  housed,  and  several  new 
houses  have  been  erected,  and  some  are  now  occu¬ 
pied. 

There  were  13  births  (5  males  and  8  females), 
which  gives  us  a,  birth-rate  of  13  per  1,000  of  the 
population — as  we  stated  that  the  population  of  the 
district  estimated  up  to  31st  December,  1920,  was 
1,000. 

There  were  10  deaths  (5  males  and  5  females), 
which  includes  one  inward  transfer,  which  with  an 
estimated  population  of  1,000  gives  us  a  death-rate 
of  10  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

One  death  under  12  months,  gives  us  a  death-rate 
of  76.92  per  1,000  births. 

Death  rate,  nil. 

One  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  gives  us 
a  death-rate  of  1  per  1,000'  of  the  population. 

The  causes  of  deaths  were  as  follows:  — 

One  male,  aged  54  years,  1Arterio  Sclerosis, 
2Syncope. 

One  male,  aged  29  years,  influenza,  Pneu¬ 
monia. 

One  male,  aged  26  years,  Pulmonary  T.B., 
2Cardiae  failure. 

One  male,  aged  49  years,  Broncho  Pneu¬ 
monia, 

One  male,  aged  39  years  (inward  transfer), 
1Nephritis,  2Cerehral  Hemorrhage. 

One  female,  aged  48  years,  Carcinoma  of 
Liver,  Cardiac  Failure. 

One  female,  aged  17  years,  Mitral  Cardiac, 
Pulmonary  Embolism. 

One  female  aged  59  years,  Carcinoma  af 
Liver,  Heart  Failure. 

One  female,  aged  68  years,  Syncope, 
C  or  on  er  ’  s  C  er  tifi  c  ate . 

One  female,  1  hour,  Premature  Birth. 
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During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  there  was  an 
outbreak  of  measles,  sotmei  12  cases  in  all,  and  the 
Voluntary  School  Authorities  deemed  it  prudent  to 
close  the  schools  for  a,  brief  period.  Beyond  the  above- 
stated  cases  of  measles  there  was  no.  marked  preva¬ 
lence. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  were 
as  follows:  — 

Measles,  12  cases. 

Diphtheria,  2  cases — removed  to  hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever,  1  case — removed  to  hospital. 

Tuberculosis,  1  case — died  at  home. 

Nine  dwellings  were  inspectde,  and  only  in  one 
cottage  had  the  landlord  to  doi  minor  repairs  to  fit  it 
for  a  smaller  family.  No  condemnation  of  proeprty  or 
closing  orders  were  needed. 

The  schools  have  received  considerable  attention 
and  have  conformed  to  the  requirements  of  the  County 
Ed  ue  at  i  on  ai  A  u  th  or i  t  i  e  s . 

The.  district  is  well  provided  with  house  accom¬ 
modation  for  all  employed  therein. 

A  good  supply  of  excellent  water  has  been  se¬ 
cured  from  the  City  of  Liverpool  Waterworks  system. 

The  Local  Authority  carries  out  scavenging  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

Only  trivial  nuisances  speedily  and  voluntarily 
remedied  were  noticed,  except  in  the  case  of  a  small 
attempt  at  gas  manufacture,  on  more  economical  lines, 
omitting  most  offensive'  odours,  a  complaint  was 
lodged,  but  before  further  steps  were  taken  the  con¬ 
cern  terminated  in  spontaneous  combustion. 

This  system  works  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and 
will  be  sufficient  for  further  developments  for  many 
years  to  come. 
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Partly  privy  and  ashpit,  partly  dry  earth,  partly 
water-bourne.  There  are  no  waste  water  w.c.’s,  and 
the  privies,  and  earth  closets  are  being  slowly  con¬ 
verted  into  w.c.’s  (fresh  water). 

There  is  County  supervision  in  these  cases,  and 
a  special  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer  does  duty  in  the 
district. 

This  class  of  case  receives  proper  attention,  and 
there  is  a.  Governmental  Free  Hospital  Clinic  at 
Bootle,  close  by. 

Receives  proper  attention  from  the  County  Inspec¬ 
tors. 

No  special  scheme  in  force,  but  there  is  an  abun¬ 
dant  and  good  milk  supply  for  infants  and  mothers. 

Engaged  by  the  County,  and  is  on  duty  in  the 
district.  No  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  or  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorium  were  reported  in  the  district. 

There  is  no  resident  midwife  in  the  district. 

Further  details  of  the  workings  and  general  condi¬ 
tions  pertaining!  to  the  district  may  be  found  upon 
reference  to  form  C. 

The  birth-rate  being  still  above  the  death-rate, 
and  a  mortality  of  only  10  per  1,000'  of  the  popula¬ 
tion,  and  the  general  good  health  of  the  district,  are 
matters  for  congratulation.
